NOTES 


The “number of days school” is the number for which a legally qualified teacher was paid and includes legal holidays, institute days and 
any time school was closed on account of contagious diseases. All pupils belonging to the school at the time are counted as present on such 
days when making the report on total days attendance. 

To find average attendance, divide the total attendance by number of days taught^ 

To find the percentage of attendance* divide the average attendance by the total enrollment* 

The year’s totals are computed from the reports of all-the terms for the Director’s use in making his annual report for the Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction. If the term reports have not been made out, the teacher should compute them. 

The teacher is not entitled to full pay until all reports have been made to Director and Commissioner.
